Abstract 

A hollow, fimstoconical structure having a conical side wall concentric with its longitudinal axis, 
an end wall at the end of smaller diameter fiangibly connected to the side wall at the smaller end, 
said end wall being sufficiently firmly attached to the side wall as to enable employing the 
structure as a container for beverages, snack foods and the like and, yet, easily removable to 
enable employing the structure as a megaphone. 
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
